The age of miracles is not past. 


,Certainly not if by the word miracle one means 
and understands the accomplishments and/or the 
making evident of the unbelievable or the seem- 
ingly impossible. 


Of this fact 1 am more and more convinced 
with every day that passes; and that too with 
very good reason. 


With God as My Counsel, I have succeeded 
during the past twelve months in making the 
self-designated ‘‘Hub of the Universe”? God-con- 
- scious as it probably has not been for many de- 
cades. 


Among other things, for instance (although | 
am still battling on this issue with The District 
Court of The United States for The District of 
Massachusetts), I have caused one of the coun- 
try’s most important radio stations to remind its 
tens of thousands of listeners that, by Supreme 
Court decisions and rulings, as well as by the 
terms and phraseology of The Constitution itself, 
“America Is A Christian Country.” 


Also, although I am still battling with the same 
court also on this issue, I have caused hundreds, 
if not even thousands, of political, religious, and 
social, leaders throughout America and even other 
parts of the world both to see and to denounce 
as anarchism, conspiracy, subversion, treachery, 
treason, and fraud, that Moscow Monster known 
—and-aliased variously as The Third International, 
The Comintern, Marxian Communism, The Com- 
inform, Soviet Democracy, Stalinism, Leninism, 
Trotskyism, and The Cult of Kaganovitch and 
Consorts. 


And, in addition to these broad victories against 
The Moscow .Menace, of Soviet Savagery, I have 
also landed a telling blow against one of the most 
subtle and most slyly arranged of the many the- 
ophobian attacks which have been,made to date 
on our country’s Christocratic foundations, 


Neither by nature nor by bent am | a braggart 
or a vain boaster; and, under normal circum- 
stances, I should be content to let whoever will 
take the credit for the accomplishmments in 
question. For all America, as well as for my 
own person, there is too much at stake in our 
battle against Cominternism, however, for me to 
“hide my candle under a bushel” at this time. 


In “The Batle of The Freedom Pledge,” for 
instance, | am proud to say that I was able to 
knock Tom C. Clark and Company for a real 
loop, with respect, at least to the form in which 
this pledge was circulated for signatures through- 
" out Massachusetts in connection with The New 
England Part of The Tour of The Freedom Train. 


After having noticed with some wonder for 
several weeks a sudden emphasis on religious 
matters in the signed articles of certain irreligious, 
if not even anti-religious,’ crypto-cominternist 
“columnists,” | finally comprehended what was 
_ behind the frequent references of these “‘column- 
ists’ to “My God” and “Your God,” etcetera, 
when a Freedom-Pledge form reached me in my 
jail cell: 


In the most perfect of theophobian and Anti- 
Christian language this form contained the words, 
Free (or Freedom) “to worship my own God,” 
— as if the universe were as full of ‘“‘Gods” as it 
is of atoms, and as if these “gods” were to be 
i picked from trees or from garbage cans at will. 


Did I sign such a form? 
You can bet your sweet life, I did; and that 


But, before | signed -it and mailed it to the 


archivist of The Freedom Train | Americanized 


it, of course, in the sense of that last paragraph 
of The Constitution (as of 1787), which is often 
omitted in publications of this matchless docu- 
ment of government. 


In other words, I scratched out the words “‘my 
own God,” and revised the sentence in question 
to read, Free (Freedom) ‘‘to worship God in my 
own way.”’ 


Then, in the upper corners of the form I wrote 
the words, ““WRONG: My. God is God of The 
Universe,’”” and, ““RIGHT: The God of The Un- 
iverse is My God.”’ And, to the immortal credit 
of The Freedom-Pledge Editor and Archivist for 
New England, let it be both heralded and sung 
abroad that this individual not only caught the 


point as soon as my pledge-form reached his eyes’ 


but printed and circulated thereafter This Robert 
H. Best Version of The Freedom Pledge; and no 
more, so far as 1 am aware, of The Tom C. Clark 
Version. 


The signed pledge-forms in question, incident- 
ly, have since been bound and deposited in The 
Library of Congress, Washington, D. C. God 
grant that the form which I signed did not “get 
lost’? on the way to the bookbinder; because. it 


‘was “With God as My Counsel” that I was able 


to use it thus to accomplish His Will from a cell 
in the East Cambridge Jail of Boston, Mass. 


“Though the cause of evil prosper, 

Yet ’tis truth alone is strong; 

Truth forever on the scaffold, 
Wrong forever on the throne, 

Yet that scaffold sways the future, 
And, behind the dim unknown, 

Standeth God within the shadow 
Keeping watch above His own. 

Amen.” 


Did Mr. Clark and his “‘law-givers” have even 
an inkling that they were but the unwitting in- 
struments of The One True and Living God, or 
that they were but confounding their particular 
phase of The World Conspiracy when they ar- 
ranged that I be twice indicted on a charge of 
treason, that I be haled before a specially selected 
judge in a court whose claim to jurisdiction I have 
challenged, and that I be held for trial without 
bail in a Boston jail? Hardly!. But, as the pledge 
incident has shown, such was the case.. 


Wherefore, regardless of what may happen to 
me anywhere, or at any time, | shall always give 
joyful thanks to God for the opportunity vouch- 
safed to me thus to serve Him and my fellowman. 


For this privilege and honor | would willingly 
and happily endure again, and even many times 
over, the hours of inhymanly malicious as well 
as excruciatingly painful physical tortures and 
psychical brutalities to which I have been sub- 
jected during two years that have elapsed since 
I was arrested on the orders of a known, and 
identifiable, agent of Moscow on January 27, 
19406. 


Quite unintentionally Clark-and-Cohorts not 
only served God’s purpose but did me a very 
unique favor when they incarcerated me in a city 
where I could expose the racket and skullduggery 
part of fhe Freedom Pledge campaign very soon 
after they launched it under the camouflage of the 
many sacred documents aboard The Freedom 
Train. Wherefore 1 forgive them thelr past, and

am praying God to make this forgiveness divine — 
as soon as they repent and confess their sins 
against Him, and against our country, 


Meanwhile, however, (if | may resume my 
‘“boasting’’”), I have not been resting on my 
Freedom Pledge laurels, but have busied myself 
with a large number of civil-rights court-motions 
which some federal judge somewhere will ultim- 
ately welcome as an opportunity for re- affirming 
various basic laws and concepts of The Consti- 
tution and of those illustrious founding fathers of 
our country, who gave us Our Christocratic Re- 
public via The Constitution. 


Some of these motions one federal judge has 
attempted to evade by rejecting them without per 
mitting me the specificaliy prescribed legal right 
of every defendant to submit pleadings and/or 
arguments to his or her motions; but, in any 
event, the motions are on the record and hence 
cannot be either wished out of existence or oth- 
erwise killed. (Whereof more later). 


“De jure” this judge has rejected the motions 
in question ‘as ‘without merit,” but ‘de facto” 
even he has admitted in an indirect way that they 


_ have gieat merit both legally and morally. 


And thereby hangs a tale. 


For the twenty-odd months from January 1946 
to December 1947 I was forced by my jailmasters 
to a lawless censorship; and thus to expose every 
person with whom I. corresponded outside the 
jail to the black-list smear tactics, and even phys- 
ical violence, of the self-tyled ‘‘Anti- Defamation- 
ists.’ 


Even today, in fact, I engage in such corres- 
pondence at the risk and Peril of so-called ‘“‘jail 
discipline.” But I have at least reached the point 
where I can mail my own letters beyond the reach 
of my present jailmaster’s eyes, and also receive 
letters intact. To date, however, I have not yet 
been able to obtain my rights to a court order 
requiring the said jailmaster to withdraw his . 
threats to ‘‘discipline’’ me if he catches me en- 
gaging in uncensored correspondence. 


Until December 16th, 1947, I submitted to this 
jailmaster-blackmail; but, after bringing this par- 
ticular bit of lawlessness again to the attention 
of the court on that date, I have defied the said 
jailmaster with the knowledge (though without 
the protection), of the judge who claims juris 
diction in and over my case. (Whereof more also 
later). j 


In the meantime, due to the fact that I had re- 
fused, as of November 12th, 1947, to consent 
further to the illegal censorship of the jail ad- 
ministration, | had been deprived not only of my 
mail rights but also the right to have writing paper 
in my cell. 


“De jure’’ this state of affairs still exists; but 
“de facto,”’ I’m glad to say, | have writing paper 
and pencils (though no table or chair, or stool, 
since the evening of January 16th, 1948), this 
thanks to the fact that one of the first acts of a 
lawyer whom the judge sent to consult with me 
was to urge immediate measures to remedy at 
least the writing-paper outrage. 


These, as well as all others, of the few remed.- 
ial measures taken by the court up to and includ- 
ing that historic January 16th, 1948, have been 
not only even less than half-way measures but 
have been taken grudgingly and with a great ill- 
will. By the grace, and with the continual help, 
of God as My Counsel, however, I shall continue 
thankful for these little fishes even though | never 
catch a whale. 


With respect to my freedom-of-the-press bat- 
tles, and my exposures of the moral turpitude 
and persecutory tactics of the public prosecutor, 
there is so much to say that one knows hardly 
where to begin. Motions on each have been sub- 
mitted to the court and copies issued for pub- 
lication.

C. Clark, was abruptly canceled after prominent 
Bostonians had protested that their names were 
-being used without authority as sponsors of the 
event. 


‘Regardless of the views held by members of 
the Joint ‘Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee,” the 
statement said, “‘the organization has every right 
to hold its dinner, and any atempt to abridge this 
right is a denial of basic civil liberties. 


“The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee,” 
the staternent continued, ‘“‘has.been duly certified 
by the State Department as a relief organization. 
In placing this on his list of subversive organiza- 
tions Atty. Gen. Clark offered no evidence to 
prove his contentions. 


“The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee 
has had no opporunity to be heard or to present 
their defense. They have been arbitrarily pro- 
nounced guilty without benefit of any sort of 
trial.”

The 16 members of the Board of Directors of 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. were 
given an opporunity in Washington, before a 
Congressional committee, to be heard. They 
refused to allow inspection of their books cover- 
ing the expenditure of millions of dollars to create 
the revolution in Spain — by which one and one- 
half million lives were lost.
